The money Eldridge car- 
ried in his purse, amounting to $250, had 
been removed, and paper, cut in the 
size of currency,~had been substituted. 

Detectives were put to work on the 
case Friday afternoon to try to solve 
the mystery. Bldridge appealed to Wil- 
liam Ambruster, an undertaker of 4326 
Manchester avenue, ‘a member of the 
Odd Fellows’ relief committee, for help. 

Paper in His Wallet. 

When Mr. ‘Ambruster went to Eld- 
ridge’s room at 1422 Washington avenue 
the old man handed him his wallet and 
asked him to examine it. Ambruster re- 
moved the contents and found nothing 
but paper. 

‘Well, that is strange,”’ said Eldridge. 
“I had $260 in that wallet, and I could 
not believe the landlady when she told 
me it was nothing ‘but paper.’ 

Eldridge then told about his wife dis- 
appearing several days ago. He said 





she had $1200 sewed in the liming of her 
clothes. Mr..Ambruster started a search 
for Mrs. Eldridge, and found that an 
unidentified woman had. been taken to 
the City -Hospital from.

Cable dispatches from Paris state that 
it is practicany certain that the Zurich 
international balloor race trophy will go 
tc Edgar Mix. American, and, as a re- 
sult, the international balloon race will 

be held in tnis country next year. 
This means that America will hold 
three great series of races next fall— 
the international aeroplane and balloon: 


races, besides the national balloon race. 
And it also means that St. Louis has the 


of contests -n one great aeronautic car- 
nival. 

Investigation by correspondents of the 
Post-Dispatch in the hig cities of the 
country reveals the fact that Washing- 
ton and Cincinnati are the only cities 
outside of St. Louis that are doing any- 
thing definite to obtain the international 
aeroplane tournament for next year, in 
spite of the statement of A. Holland 
Forbes, acting president of the Aero 
Club of America, that five cities had 
already made bids for the meet. 

Says New York Wants Races. 

Mr. Forbes said that Washington and 
Fhiladelphia were prepared to offer $150,- 
000 for the ruces. He hinted that New 
York had its eye on the tournament and 
that it was prepared to build an aero- 
r.autic concourse on Long Island. He re- 
fused to give the three other cities 
which he saiu had turnéd in bids. 

Members of the Aero Club of St. Louis 
credit Mr. Forbes with the ambition to 
‘awaken a healthy competitien among 
several cities for the honor of holding 
the tournament. They are not annoyed, 
but consider it a favorable indication 
that the Aero Club of America is forced 
to push along the other cities in this 
Way. 

Winds Exclude New York. 

The St. Louis men believe that New 
York. will not go in sériously for the 
geroplane aces because of the variable 
vinds from ihe seacoast, and that as 
far as the balloon races are concerned, 
they are out cf the question. The same 
reason would excicde Chicago as @ pds- 


nearness to Lake Michigan. 

But Washington and Cincinnati have 
naturel adyantages and,have started a 
definite’ movement to obtain the two 
‘derbies of the air. It is with these two 
cities that St. Louls will have to fight 
for the privilege. Washington is not 
expected to be a‘serlous competitor for 
the balloon races, but it would pave a 
chance for the aeroplane events. 

Dispatches state that the aero enthusi- 
&sts there have united with the mer- 
chants and the Chamber of Commerce 
in their’ efforts to get the aeroplane 
races, It is proposed to hold the tour- 
nament at College Park, a suburb of 
Wasningtor:, where Wiibur Wricht is 
now instructing the ‘members of the 
Signal Corps in the operation of the 
Government's aeroplane. The merchants 
expect to realize from gate receipts the 
eypenses of the races. They have al- 
ready made a~-bid to the Aero Club of 
America. 


Baltimore Offers Aid. 

Baltimore has offered to join with 
Washington if the races are held at a 
point midway between the two cities. 
The proximity of the sea, fatal to Wash- 
ington’s chances for the balloon races, 
would mot militate against the aeroplane 
meet. 
Diepatches from Cincinnati state that 
Charles P. Taft, brother of President 
Taft, as the head of the Aero Club of 
“iIncinnati, has started a movement to 
bring the tournament there. . The dis- 
patches state that tho capitalists and 
wealthy business men of the citv are 
‘ery much interested ard are prepared 
to make a bid of $100,000. 
Dispatches from Philadelphia state 
that a movement started there for the 
races has been dropped. Dispatches from 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Louisville and 
Kansas City state that these cities 
have done nothing even in the way of 
plans for the tournament.

Meanwhile the St. Louls enthusiasts

_ 4 motor car operated by a gasoline engine 
hauled a heavy train from Jersey City to Lake- 
wood on the Central Railroad of New Jersey in 
a style that complied with all the requirements. 
Its advantages over electrical operation with cur- 
rent transmitted from central generating stations 
were acknowledged. The test was made for the 
purpose of ascertaining the efficiency of the gas- 
oline engine as compared with electric locomo- 
tives. 

The development of the gasoline engine and its 
increasing aaaptability to a variety of uses seems 
to indicate its adoption by railroads in, place of 
electricity and, perhaps ultimately, in place of 
steam. Its success would eliminate the usual ob- 
jection to the electrification of steam roads with- 
in cities—expense—and it is as noisel.ss and 
smokeless. as an electric. engine.
